m atthew Quinn’s par- 
ents had one request 
of their child: that 
he become a doctor. 
“I got my B.A. in chemistry, but on the third 
day of med-school orientation, I had a 
nervous breakdown,” he says. He took his 
parents’ credit cards and flew to Paris. “It 
was easier to tell them I’d dropped out from 
a different country!” They cut off the cards, 
but Quinn stayed on for a month, scraping 
by in hostels and sussing out his next step, 
all while soaking in the charms of the City 
of Light. “If you spend enough time in 
Paris, you either want to be an architect or 
an artist,” he says. 

He switched gears, went back to school, 
and, while earning an interior-design 
degree, became a draftsman at Design Gal- 
leria in Atlanta, long a kitchen-and-bath 
source for cognoscenti. With his back- 
ground in science, the mechanics of plot- 
ting out kitchens appealed to him. “It’s also

the closest thing to architecture. It’s all 
about sight lines, organization, and aisle 
widths,” he says. 

Quinn now owns Design Galleria, and his 
kitchens grace houses from Atlanta to New 
York. In 2014, he was invited to participate 
in the Kips Bay Decorator Show House, an 
annual Manhattan charity event that reads 
as a who’s who of design notables. The 
kitchen he created there — with crazed blue 
tiles, a limestone and brass hood, and futur- 
istic brass-orb pendants — typifies a color- 
ful aesthetic that runs the gamut from 
traditional to modern. 

His new book. Quintessential Kitchens 
(Parrish Press), is a fitting showcase. It 
includes the Nashville kitchen on these 
pages, designed for a La Cornue executive. 
The surprising hues are the draw; Quinn 
managed to turn mixed metals and an 
orange range into something that feels clas- 
sic. “How long has Hermes had orange as 
their signature color? It’s timeless,” he says. 
Still, Quinn argues that he’s about function 
over form. “An organized kitchen saves 
time, so we know exactly where everything 
a client needs is going to live, from their 
Cuisinarts to their hot sauces.” □

he approach to Petworth House, an ancestral home of the 
aristocratic Percy family in West Sussex, England, criss- 
, crosses through old stands of chestnut and oak, curving 
around rolling hills and silvery lakes, only intermittently 
yielding views of the 17th-century mansion it’s meant to set off. The 
journey — for centuries traversed by horse and carriage — creates 
the illusion of a vast park, giving the impression that the surround- 
ing English countryside is part of the estate. 

But the landscape is man-made, the sleight of hand a signature 
of 18th-century designer Lancelot “Capability” Brown, whose work 
is found at many of England’s stately homes — from Blenheim Palace 
to Chatsworth House — and whose name has become synonymous 
with the “natural” look of English landscape gardening. 

Born 300 years ago this August in the north of England, Brown

was the son of a yeoman farmer and 
trained as a gardener from a young age. By 
1741, he’d moved south, to Stowe, the seat 
of the Temple -Grenville family and the site 
of a garden that was already famed. The 
first Viscount Cobham had been retreating 
from the formal lines of the late 17th 
century — geometric parterres, manicured 
beds — and adopting a more naturalistic 
approach, meant to mimic the existing 
landscape. 

Brown stayed for a decade, ascending to 
the post of head gardener, and he used 
many techniques for which he would 
become known: sculpting hills and lakes, 
carving out valleys, moving mountains to 
rearrange views. What he created was an 
idealized version of the English country- 
side — lush, pastoral, and wild — and he 
built a reputation that would earn him 
commissions all over the country. 

He struck out on his own in 1751 and hit 
the ground running. “He had six prime 
ministers as clients and half the House of 
Lords,” says Sarah Rutherford, a historic- 
garden consultant and the author of the 
forthcoming Capability Brown and His 
Landscape Gardens (National Trust) . “The 
wealthiest men of the age were desperate 
for his services.” 

He created lakes for the Duke of Marl- 
borough and the Earl of Exeter, redirected 
a river for the Duke of Devonshire, and 
redefined the look of countless estates. 
“He’s associated with more than 250 sites, 
covering 200 square miles in England and 
Wales,” says Rutherford. His influence is 
even greater, inspiring gardens from India 
to Australia to America. “His formula was 
taken up by Jefferson and Olmsted,” says 
Rutherford. “You can see his stamp on 
Monticello and Central Park.” O

GARDEN GENIUS 

ARNE MAYNARD 

London-based Arne Maynard grew up in 
rural Dorset, England, with his fingers in 
the dirt: tilling soil, clearing mulch, prun- 
ing roses. “I spent my childhood earning 
pocket money by helping out neighbors,” he 
says. “To this day, I consider myself a gar- 
dener, not a garden designer.” 

All humility aside, Maynard has gained 
a following for his leafy creations, which 
transform a few ingredients — yew, crab 
apples, oxeye daisies — into romantic plots 
that belie their simplicity. “In the house, 
you wouldn’t have a different carpet and 
paint color in every single room. I like to 
repeat the same ingredients outside in dif- 
ferent ways: a hedge rose growing wild here, 
then trained along the wall there.” The 
thread gives the land a serene cohesion. 

Stylistically, there’s no single Maynard 
stamp. He has cultivated wild beachside 
retreats frilled with dune grass and scrub, 
geometric knot gardens on Elizabethan 
estates, intimate manor-house bowers 
enclosed by billowing yew. “It’s a layered 
approach that comes from reading the lan- 
guage of the place.” arnemay nard.com

A shared passion for farming blossomed 
between Cindy Daniel and Doug Lipton as 
young coeds more than 30 years ago, and it 
grew into Shed, a bright and bustling cafe 
and market in Healdsburg, California. 
Deeply inspired by the back-to-earth move- 
ment, the couple sought to create a business 
that wasn’t merely an eatery or a grocery, 
but rather a place that highlighted the 
region’s impressive agricultural bounty 
through an all-encompassing lens. 

What sets Shed apart is an approach that 
offers customers not just essential tools — 
from hand-forged herb shears and ash-wood 
trowels to Colombian clay cookware and 
glass canning jars — but also the necessary 
education to truly savor sustainable, farm- 
fresh ingredients. A heavy-hitting slate of 
hands-on programming is offered in its 
upstairs Grange venue. 

Functioning as a town hall of sorts, the 
light-flooded space is used for seminars on 
subjects as varied as composting, beekeep- 
ing, and wine making and hosts literature 
readings and even performances by dance 
companies and musicians. That formula 
creates a vibrant culture in which local 
Sonoma County farmers with dirt-stained 
hands sit alongside buttoned-up day- 
trippers from San Francisco.

lauded by institutions such as the Royal 
Horticultural Society. 

Marking its 130th anniversary this year, 
the firm is the globe’s oldest commercial 
grower and is now run by Philippe Lecoufle, 
the great-grandson of its founder. Origi- 
nally a source for cut flowers, the Lecoufles 
mastered the art of hybridization, mixing 
and mating strains of orchids like artists 
with a paint palette, creating unique speci- 
mens — like PaphiopedUum Andre Le Notre, 
a burgundy-speckled lady slipper recently 
released — with genealogies that resemble 
the family trees of royal houses. 

The process takes years, requiring big 
investments of passion and purpose — ^which 
Lecoufle has in spades. “We think, live, 
and love orchids,” he says, lorchidee.fr

“Our credo is to make people look more 
closely at the beauty of nature,” says Amster- 
dam-based Florian Seyd. Along with partner 
Ueli Signer, Seyd owns the Wunderkammer, 
a floral firm sought after for wildly imagina- 
tive installations, like an enchanted forest 
staged at the Rijksmuseum with cherry 
trees and moss-and-bloom-covered tables. 

The duo also runs the biannual Shop for a 
Week, which has a spellbinding reputation. 
Seyd and Signer are responsible for such 
feats as erecting clouds of roses along the 
Prinsengracht canal or outfitting a rain forest 
in a storefront, complete with lush palms, 
exotic blooms, and iridescent butterflies. 

Ruilt around a distinct theme, each itera- 
tion of the shop is wonderfully bizarre and 
unique — a trove overflowing with vases of 
orchids and lilies, majestic taxidermied 
peacocks, lustrous copperware, mounted 
nautilus shells, kaleidoscopic Chinese por- 
celain. “We thought we’d do it once and find 
out if it worked or not,” Seyd says of the 
pop-up store; they just closed their 15th.

“I KNOW IT SOUNDS DREAMY, but when we drove onto the property 
for the first time, a sense of peace came over me,” says Donna Hines, 
who, with her husband, William, bought the Montecito, California, 
residence about three years ago as a second home. Native Louisi- 
anans, the family wanted a place to spend summers with their West 
Coast-based children and friends. Enthralled with the Santa Bar- 
bara enclave’s stunning natural beauty, Hines was drawn to the 
house, set among eucalyptus and oak, and its history. 

In its belle epoque prime, the aptly named Arcady was the 148- 
acre estate of industrialist George Owen Knapp. Host to dignitar- 
ies, socialites, and numerous soirees, Arcady was elaborately 
developed and celebrated for its heart-stopping views, as well as 
for its storied gardens and unusual outbuildings. The Hines resi- 
dence was initially conceived as a music pavilion and underground 
ballroom. But as times and fortunes changed, the estate was even- 
tually subdivided in the 1940s. Arcady ’s gracious aura remained 
intact, however; the pavilion in particular benefitted from a series 
of tasteful and sensitive owners. 

When it was built, only the pavilion’s staircase, terrace, and 
fountain were visible from the approach. Its ballroom and sunken 
gardens were tantalizingly out of view. In the 1950s, a residence 
was constructed atop the terrace, and the classical Palladian-style 
portico was added in the early 2000s. Imposing and yet entirely 
appropriate in setting and scale, the architecture achieves the kind 


of visual harmony that imparts a sense of order and calm, to which 
the Hineses instinctively responded. 

The interiors, Donna felt, should follow suit. “I wanted the house 
to be light and airy, and not take itself too seriously,” she says. To 
accomplish that, she called on a friend. New Orleans designer Ann 
Holden, whose timeless rooms never look overdecorated. The clas- 
sical architecture required respect, of course, but with a relaxed 
California feel. “It’s a balance,” says Holden. “The look is tradi- 
tional but current.” Holden’s use of antiques is prominent yet 
judicious. Careful placement in uncluttered rooms imbues the 
period pieces with a sculptural quality that makes them all the 
more appreciable in a contemporary context. 

Another stroke of Holden’s artistry was to divide the upper level’s 
large open area into living, dining, and sitting rooms, bringing a 
more intimate scale to the spaces without sacrificing symmetry or 
proportion. The result is a somewhat formal upstairs and a more 
casual downstairs. “We want our home to be a gathering place, 
and we love to have a lot going on at once,” Hines says, rattling off 
a list that ranges from cooking to karaoke. But above all, she con- 
tinues, “We find a sense of contentment here, and we want to keep 
that — and the house — for our children and for their children.” 

As is often the case with inhabitants of historic houses, the 
Hineses see themselves as stewards, preserving a legacy as endur- 
ing as the connection between home and heart itself. □

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“MY MOTHER AND FATHER were a bit con- 
fused when they first saw the house,” says 
Michael Lorber of his Dutchess County, 
New York, getaway. Most grown men might 
chalk up such parental disapproval to a gen- 
eration gap, but when your dad is the chair- 
man of a major real-estate firm, it’s tough 
not to take it to heart. “They thought the 
house itself was fine — for a grandmother,” 
Lorber recalls with a laugh. But for the 
36-year-old Manhattan-based real-estate 
broker, the four-bedroom Colonial- era cot- 
tage read more like a cozy winter-weekend 
escape. “To be fair, it was a bit mumsy 
when it was on the market, but the location, 
property, provenance, and architectural 
significance of the house drew me straight 
to it,” says Lorber, a lifelong history buff. 

Built in 1747, the unassuming clapboard 
homestead is purported to have once 


housed a captain in the War of 1812. It is a 
detail Lorber loves about the place, as 
much as he cherishes the rolling hills, 
pond, and barn that make up the property. 
His relationship to the area dates to his 
childhood, when his father cultivated in 
him a passion for bird hunting. 

With so much to recommend it, Lorber 
was not fazed by the dowdy decoration. 
That’s because the affable bachelor had a 
secret weapon in interior designer Nick 
Olsen, who is known for turning color into 
an epic gesture. “Michael wanted a fantasy 
hunting lodge. He wanted lots of plaid and 
tartan,” says Olsen, who was also working 
on the redesign of Lorber’s glamorous Man- 
hattan apartment, in which bold hues and 
formal furnishings reign. “Michael feels the 
most comfortable in spaces that are brim- 
ming with as much character as he has,” 
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Exposeffwood beams arfd a painted floor serv^ 
as a rustic backdrop for exuberantly upholstered 
furniture. Sofa in a Ralph Lauren Home stripe; 
Louis XVI fauteuils in an Edelman suede; custom 
ottoman in a Lee Jofa felt; mirror and vases, John 
Rosselli Antiques; door in Bittersweet Chocolate, 
Benjamin Moore, opposite: Armchair and ottoman 
in a Bennison Fabrics crewelwork, Ann-Morris, Inc.;

Olsen adds. Eschewing Scottish fabrics altogether, 
he instead deployed color, scale, and pattern with a 
dialed-down exuberance chosen to suit both Lorber’s 
personality and the rural setting. 

Not that the hunting theme went by the wayside. 
“The first piece we found for the house was the stag 
rug in the living room,” says Olsen. There is a smat- 
tering of taxidermy and stag horns and a few pieces 
of perfectly aged upholstered-leather furniture, but 
the rooms conjure the sartorial spirit of their owner 
far more than they do that of Teddy Roosevelt or 
Ernest Hemingway. “Nick understood what I wanted 
better than I did,” says Lorber. 

Eor his part, Olsen considers Lorber the ideal cli- 
ent. He points to the entry walls to illustrate Lorber’s 
adventurous spirit. “I described it as a Nantucket red 
tonal stripe, but he saw it as a box from Victoria’s 
Secret and hedged for a while,” Olsen recalls. 
Indeed, despite a consuming passion for design, art, 
antiques, and objets, Lorber is smart enough to let 
the expert do his job, although he still loves to tease 
Olsen about those stripes. “Whenever I hesitated 
over one of his suggestions, Nick would reply, ‘Trust 
thy decorator.’ And I did,” Lorber says. 

If he had cold feet at all, it was only because he 
didn’t want his friends — and his parents — to walk 
in and feel like they were in someone else’s house. 
Not to worry: “My mom and dad love it. They’ve 
taken back the grandma comment,” he says. □

in the leafy Birmingham community of Mountain Brook with the 
intention of tearing down the postwar cottage that sat on it and 
building his “forever” house. Typically, life got in the way. “I got 
too busy, then I didn’t know exactly what I wanted, then the econ- 
omy tanked,” he says. At long last, in 2013, he scrapped the origi- 
nal, started from scratch, and moved in two years later. 

The wait turned out to be a gift to the project. For one thing. 
Carter, who lived in the cottage in the interim, had plenty of time 
to figure out how to situate the new structure on the lot, which is 
especially narrow and deep. “For clients, I often do a jewel on a 
hill, but this property demanded something more intimate that also 
fit into the neighborhood,” he explains. “I wanted it to be a bit 
rambling. I wanted quirks. I wanted personality.” The resulting 
brick Georgian looks as though it might have grown up from the 
space ages ago — an effect enhanced by the soft whitewash on 
the brick exterior and the reclaimed-slate roof. In the end. Carter 


more than achieved the “easy grace” he was after: “It’s not, ‘Oh, 
look at me. I’m so special.’” 

Carter began collecting for his “permanent nest” 25 years ago, 
which meant the interiors, too, were instantly layered. The octago- 
nal dining room was sized to fit an Italian screen purchased years 
earlier, while the hallway to the master bedroom is hung with 
Neapolitan gouaches that currently number a whopping 27. “I love 
the vivid blue and the fact that they’re so light and happy,” he says. 

To help with the mix. Carter enlisted close friend Jane Hawkins 
Hoke, a Birmingham designer and longtime collaborator whom he 
calls his “safety net and guiding spirit.” When he wanted to do the 
dining room walls in lacquered orange, his favorite color, she talked 
him into apricot instead, and he was glad. “I wanted it bold but not 
cartoonish,” he says. When Hoke was a tiny bit horrified by the 
gilded William Kent consoles in the paneled library, in which the 
other pieces are more organic. Carter prevailed. “Almost every 
magazine page I tore out featured rooms with eagle consoles.” 
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In the octagonal dining room, built-in bookshelves 
and plainspoken barp floors lend rustic charm to fine' 
antique furnishipgs. Chairs in a Zimmer + Rohde 
fabric, NiermaTin VV^eks; antique French table; shade 
I in a Rogers & Qoffigon fabric with^ Samuel & Sons 
trim; walls in Butterscotch, Sherwin-Williams; wall 
t^im in Roosevelt Taupe, Benjamin Moore, opposite:

Not all the pieces are quite so grand, but almost all are per- 
sonal. As a young child, Carter watered his Shetland pony from 
the iron kettle in the garden’s foreground; his grandmother gave 
him the Hummel figure of a boy sightseeing that adorns his 
bedroom mantel. One guest room contains his grandparents’ 
four-poster bed, and another features a fabric by designer 
Suzanne Tucker, a friend. 

If there’s a common thread through what Carter lovingly terms 
the “hodgepodge,” it is the books in almost every room. There 
are cases in the library, dining room, and master bedroom, and 
even along the stairway leading from the ground floor to the 
second-floor reception hall — where, he says, there might ordinar- 
ily be a mirror or a tapestry. “They give warmth and visual 
appeal. And anyway. I’m a book fiend!” 

Carter has long been known for his detail work, and in the 
library, paneled with waxed antique white oak, the reason is on 
ample display. He designed the cornices, the mantel, and the 
overmantel, with its striking Greek key pattern. The room’s 
French doors afford a stunning view of the green path leading to 
an enormous lead obelisk, which he also designed. “I always 
wanted a folly, and I got it,” he says. Happily, he also got a “for- 
ever house” to go with it. □

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Vicente Wolf has done everything once and umpteen things twice. Into the latter cat- 
egory falls this ethereal apartment, which he first crafted 14 years ago for a Manhattan 
businesswoman. Recently, she asked him to transform the feeling-a-little-tired space 
into a dreamy, airy aerie — because she wanted to enjoy her phenomenal views, she 
recalls telling him, from a sofa that wouldn’t envelop her like the last one. She also 
requested her favorite silvery hues. She wanted real change. So her designer went to work. 

Not only did Wolf transform and reconfigure the entire apartment, but he also 
arranged the flowers and took these photographs. That burst of nature in the living 
room, behind the new, non-enveloping sofa? He snipped the branches off a tree himself. 
Those tabletop peonies? The flower district at daybreak. “I like doing things myself, 
staying in touch,” he says. That’s why the designer doesn’t delegate the small stuff. 
Although much of what he really does is listen. 

Along with the space-freshening alterations on this go-round. Wolf explains, the 
homeowner also wanted “a whiteness, and what’s more, a touch of the unconventional, 
because she’s always loved the surreal.” Now “whiteness” might seem easy but, along 
with life, it’s complicated. For example. Wolf chose not just white, but high-gloss white 
for the living-room ceiling because, he says, “I like what a sheen can do for medium- 
height rooms. Also, at night, you catch nice reflections from the passing headlights.”

The crisp new floors “took a lot of bleaching,” he adds with a laugh, and he devised the 
huge, empty frames that lean against the clean, snowy walls to create serendipitous 
vignettes, but also to suggest, subliminally. Art with a capital A. 

The owner loves every imaginative bit. “The first time we worked together was such 
a joy,” she recalls, “that I couldn’t wait to work with Vicente again.” She says she 
especially likes “getting a ‘wow’ from all who enter for the first time.” 

Her bedroom, where an almost-sheer curtain floats behind the bed and shades of 
bluish-greenish-gray blanket the headboard and floors, feels absolutely cloud-like. 
“The bedroom is a woman’s realm,” Wolf explains. “It should feel as if you’re being 
invited into a woman’s private domain.” 

In the guest room, which does double duty as an office, a canopied 18th-century 
French daybed, fit for a princess, awaits visits from the homeowner’s granddaughter. A 
series of white frames lining the walls evokes a kind of surreal antique paneling. And 
behind an exquisite custom-made shagreen desk, a beribboned screen was created to 
display postcards and ephemera. 

“Designing apartments like this one is like playing house for me,” Wolf says. “You’re 
sort of playing with dolls. You’re playing ‘pretty.’ And I never want to stop.” 

His fans and clients wholeheartedly hope he never will. □

First he was a nurse, then he was a teacher, and then, in his 30s, he went back to school to 
become a psychologist. It was only when he landed in the Hanseatic harbor city of Hamburg 
in his early 40s that he allowed himself to make a career of his lifelong love: collecting beauti- 
ful old objects and furniture. 

In 1996, he opened a little antiques shop in Eppendorf, a tony enclave near the Aussenalster 
lake, which is lined with historic villas. He jokes that all the skills picked up in his previous 
professions have helped him succeed in this low-key city with lots of quiet wealth. “I know 
how to listen and read into the silence,” he says. 

Also, once he signs on to a project, Nolden is committed. He takes on no more than two 
homes a year, because everything he sources for a property is “made or found,” he notes. 
“What I do is haute couture, not pret-a-porter.” 

When it comes to designing his own homes, he is no less exacting. “What is important 
to me is authenticity, that no material is fake. That is perhaps what Eve taken from my 
psychology training,” he says, only half in jest. “I would rather have less, but have what is 
original and real.” 

That goes for his interiors. In the 1990s, he and his partner bought a 19th-century manor 
house in Normandy, France, and spent several years bringing the interiors back to their 
original state and outfitting it with the appropriate furniture. Nolden loved the house but 
eventually became frustrated by the length of time required to travel there. 
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Just over an hour’s drive north of Hamburg is Schleswig-Holstein, a rural area of dandelion- 
yellow rapeseed fields, farms, reed-thatched homes, and raw coastline. It was there that Nolden 
eventually found, with the help of an agent, a renovated 17th-century thatched-roof farmhouse. 
It was set on three acres of overgrown land and built on a man-made island in the region’s 
floodplains just about 10 miles from the North Sea. “I immediately fell in love with the original 
stone floors and the red ceilings,” says Nolden. “The former owners had uncovered them. 
Nothing had been done to the color of the beams since the house had been built centuries ago.” 
He adds, “That’s what I love the most. Finding a house that is ‘in its own juice,’ as they say 
in French. Then I can dive into the history and use that as a starting point. Of course, we all 
want modern infrastructure, hot water, and heat, but I like to walk into a historic house and 
find myself in the age that it was built.” 

Nolden oversaw several other adaptations that the original owners would not recognize. He 
opened up walls between the kitchen, living room, and dining room, installing antique wooden 
doors he found in Sweden between the latter two rooms. The table and seating in the dining 
room he also found in Sweden. “During the era in which the house was built, the region 
belonged to Denmark,” he explains. “So I sourced much of the furniture in Scandinavia.” 
Now, after two decades as an interior designer, Nolden says he has no plans to switch 
careers again. “I was happy as a nurse and as a teacher, and I was very happy as a psycholo- 
gist, but at one point, it was over for me,” he admits. “Now, as a designer, I am sometimes 
tired, but I am never bored.” ED
